A Chinaman, who was present when the 
alleged shooting took place, gave evidence. Ho 
said that,when ho got to Cross Strest he saw 
the defendant, who was in plain clothes, looking 
at tho liconsos of hawkors. -Wituous stood op- 
posite the defendant, around whom a number of 
persons were grouped in 4 half-circle.. The 
next thing witness saw was.the defendant pul- 
ling ont a revolver and firing at tho crowd. 

At the suggestion of his Worship, an unload- 
ed revolver was -hauded te the witness, who 
went through the process of pulling out the 
weapon and pressing tho trigger. in the manner 
alleged to have been followed by the. dofendant. 

As the result of the shot, witness said he 
heard @ mau under a verandsh in Cross Street 
callout‘Savelite.” It was dark, andwitnesscould 
not see the man clearly. The crowd cleared 
away when the shot was fired, and the defen- 
dant ran in a westerly direction along Cross 
Street, towards the Clock Tower. . Witness 
also went away. ms 

Cross-examined by Mr. Reece, witness said 
he did not subsequently go to the Police Sta- 
tion, -not even to the door; he went home. At 
the point where the alleged shooting ke 
placethere was generally a crowd of people 
passing toand fro at the time of night (8.30 

| p.m.) at whioh the incident, occurred. It was 
not tho case that a Enrdpean could not go 
along thore at such an hour without being 
hustled. He did not seo defendant being 
jostled so that ha fell to tho ground. Hoe saw 
him examining a hawker's licenso, and thou the 
crowd gathered. When the revolver’ went off 
defendant.was facing scuth and the muzzle of 
the weapon pointed west. Witnessdid not know 
whether the defexdant wos taking tho revolyor 
ont of his pouch and putting it into his right- 
liand pocket, Defendant's arm was stretched 
ont, but he did not know whother the weapon 
went off accidentally, From the position in 
which defendant was standing, ho could not seo 
the man who was shot. ‘After the report the 
crowd ran off.

PLAGUE CASE ON THE “PAR. 
RAMATTA” AT COLOMBO. ..

The Times of Ceylon of the i2th inst. says:—. 
It is extraordinary, when consideration ix pai 
to the fact that for some years past Colombo 
has been literally surronnded with plague ports, 
that so very few cases have had to be dealt with 
hy the Colombo port authorities. Aso matter 
of fact.up to this morning there have only been 
two cases of plague on steamers coming into 
Colombo harbour, and the fatal case- on the 
P. & O. Parramatta, which arrived outside the 
breakwater this morning, makes the third. 
wonderfal record of immunity. c 

ibe P. & 0. 84. Parramatia, rooning 
between Bombay and Hongkong, left Bow- 
bay on the 8th October, Sho arrived’ ‘early. 
this morning and stopped about a mile away. 
from the breakwater, and Pilot (Mr. Drew) 
went aboard. Cuptain Cook reported that 
a native fireman, named Shore Ali, had, 
developed plague since leaving Bombay, and: 
had died and been buried at ses that morning 
at 5 o'clock. The pilot returned ashore and 
reported the matter to the Port. Surgeon, 
Dr. Keegel, who, with the Hon, Mr. W. H. 
Jackeon, Principal Collector of Customs, who 
is on the Pla Committes, went aboard 
abont 10 o'clock: The Parramatta was still 
lying about ao mile ontside the breakwater. 
when the port officials went aboard. Tho 
ship's medical officer, certified that the death 
of a fireman had taken place that mornin 
from plague, ‘but. that otherwise the health 
of everyone on board way perfectly satis- 
factory. The passenger list showed only 
two passengers, viz, Mr. H.-P, F. Wool 
and Mr. A: 8.

Paris, 28th September. 

Tho ‘Tatr's lightning visit has come and 
gono, and it may ‘ba truthtully concluded” that 
it has not’ given allround satisfaction, even to 
those fortunate to have bonofited hy. the down- 
pour of Russian ‘orders and’ decorations — 
jyaubles so intensely deny to Continentals. 
Tt was 2 suprise visit. Tf the ministers cal- 
lated in turning it to account, to aid 
‘thoir chances at the goneral, élections, in 
all probability thay will bo disappointed. Bat 
ministers will aot dijo of broken. hearts if: not 
alocted ; they are jndifforent to office, and thora- 
in lies their originality. and their safaty. 
Prime- Minister Waldock-Ronsseun threw up 
a Bar practice of 200,000 fr. a year, to be a 
minister having only agalary of 60000 fr. But 
that sacrifice stiffened his position. ‘As tothe 
toasts and oxchange of views, the maintenance 
of the’ dual alliance, as the prop of universal 
pouce—in the name of. the Prophet, figs! 
Franco cannot .rush a peace, and Russia 
is dog poor and timid to start a war. The 
Triple ‘Alliance has indulged ina shake? the 
Germun soldiars returning from! China Janded 
at ‘Trieste, and steamed homewards by. Vienna. 
That matches the Fronch reviews at’ Rheims.

The chances of the Emperor squeezing 8 
Joan out of ‘the French aro few, they have 
become cynicalon the aubjoct, crack jokes about 
it, and laugh at the ne results they enjoyod of 
former grants to the big brother, _ Paris is 
peovish, and ‘feminely revongeful at being 
jilted by the Tsar of all tho Russius: she, the 
city of light, the erudle of ull tho liberties, . of 
all tho civilisations, not deemed worthy of a 
yieit after having built a bridge over the 
Seine—out of the. gote monvry of the “Ex- 
hibition—to honour the laty ruler of all the 
Moujiks ond all the Boyards ! - Paris will pat 
nothing into the hat when it ix sent round, 

The visit has been the means of stiffening 
the socialists—who mast not be concluded to be 
anarchists, The Municipality of Paris is o 
kind of picbald radicaliam, thet flonts autocracy 
in yards of newspaper stuff,and falls down and 
worshipsautecrats.
